CORONADA, Calif. (AP) - Viet 
Co ng terro rists in Vietnam are 
running into lethal o ppo sitio n fro m 
the U.S. Nav y ’s Black Berets, an 
elite gro up o f guerrilla fighters 
who are the seago ing co unter­ 
parts o f the Army ’s Green Berets. 
Called SEALS, because they are 
transpo rted by sea, air o r land, 
the Black Berets train at the 
Nav y amphibio us base here to 
beco me ex perts in unco nv entio nal 
warfare. • 
“ We are using the Viet Co ng’s 
hit and run tactics to harass them 
as much as they harass us,” say s 
Capt. Phil H. Bueklew, co mman­ 
der o f the Nav y ’s special o pera­ 
tio ns missio n. 


There are abo ut 200 o f the am­ 
phibio us co mmando s, all co mbat 
v eterans o f underwater demo li­ 
tio n teams. 
Ex perience in div ing and the 
use o f ex plo siv es is required fo r 
assignment to the SEALS, who 
are trained in jungle surv iv al, 
hand-to -hand co mbat and kno wl­ 
edge o f weapo nry . 
They also 
study the languages, po litics and 
reLigio ns o f the Far East. 
Much o f the SEAL sto ry is clas­ 
sified 
info rmatio n, 
but 
Capt. 
Bucldew say s the units hav e been 
mo st effectiv e in carry ing the 
war to the Viet Co ng. 
They are to ugh and co mpetent 
men, say s Bueklew, adding that 
“ they hav e to be to surv iv e. A 


simple co ugh by o ne member o f 
a team can ruin an entire mis­ 
sio n.” 
Many SEALS hav e 
had 36 
mo nths duty in Vietnam, he said, 
six times the no rmal to ur. 
Bueklew described the ty pical 
missio n as “ sneaking, 
slinking, 
waiting and watching.” The teams 
patro l Vietnam’s riv ers in rub­ 
ber rafts o r sampans, and set up 
ambushes to intercept the Viet 
Co ng. 
Ho w did the Nav y get inv o lv ed 
in guerrilla warfare? 
“ Abo ut fo ur y ears ago , Pres­ 
ident J o hn F. Kennedy asked a 
meeting o f the Natio nal Security 
Co uncil: ‘What are we do ing to

ces? ’ ” Bueklew said. 
The Army had its special fo rces, 
the Air Fo rce its air co mmando s 
and the Marine Co rps said all its 
men were being trained in guer­ 
rilla warfare.

Mansfield issued his recommen­ 
dations for a "thorough-going, se­ 
cond look” at major programs 
from medicare and civil rights to 
farm subsidies in a letter to the 
Senate’s 17 committee chairmen. 
Such studies, the Montanan said, 
could find rough edges, overexten­ 
sions and gaps in newer pro­ 
grams, and

The Democratic leader left it 
up to the committees to deter­ 
mine what laws most needed re­ 
study. 
But he called attention to all the 


new programs "designed to cor­ 
respond to the nation’s changing 
needs.” He mentioned medicare, 
civil rights, curbs on air and wa­ 
ter pollution, and those dealing 
with education, urban and rural 
problems. 
Citing legislation passed in the 
last two busy Congresses, Mans­ 
field said "considering the vast 
scope of this work and the un­ 
precedented nature of much of it, 
it is to be expected that there 
exists a number of rough edges, 
overextensions and overlaps and, 
perhaps, even significant gaps.”

When you use 
your Polaroid outdoors, follow’ the 
directions that come with the 
film. It may tak e as long as 60

4. Before you shoot pictures in­ 
doors after a trip in a cold car,, 
let the film w’arm or compensate.

Pla n Petitio n

Sa uk Va lley 
OREGON — In a survey this 
fall to determine annexation to 
Sauk Valley Community College, 
more than 60 per cent of register­ 
ed voters have agreed to sign a 
petition to join with Sauk Valley. 
The school boards of Oregon 
High School, Oregon Elementary 
School, Chana and St. Mary’s 
schools have studied the growth 
of community colleges in this 
iree 
for 
approximately 
two 
years. 
This fall, a steering Committee 
was named to investigate the 
possibility of joining a college 
dietrict. They found it financially 
imperative to join because state 
law require« each high school 
district to pay a portion of each 
indent’s tuition for those attend­ 
ing a community college. 
Under this same state law, 
each high school district is al­ 
lowed to levy e three per cent 
tax on its total assessed evalua­ 
tion. The total amount received 
for the Oregon school district is 
$7,175. 
Presently 14 students attend 
community colleges. Ten from 
this yeer’s senior class plan to 
attend. At a cost of $400 per 
student, the total cost will be 
$9,600. The additional $2,125 will 
have to come from the high 
school district’s educational tax 
fund.

“Ryun is the proper height and 
wright (6-feet-2, 160), has speed, 
plenty of desire and the most 
powerful looking pair of thighs 
I’ve ever seen on a distance run­ 
ner.” 
That was on April 23. 
Less than a month later, on 
May 13, Ryun began a string of 
successes that made Santee look 
like a prophet and stamped Ryun 
as — if not the perfect distance 
runner — certainly the best in the 
world and the best this country 
has ever produced. 
May 13th, in the Coliseum Re­ 
lays at Los Angeles, he broke the 
American record for two miles, 
finishing the distance in 8:25.2. 
But he was just warming up. 
On June 4 he ran a mile in
